The covered cycling track at

The highlight oT the Tourna- 
ment contest was a -new world 
record of 4 min 37.687 sec set 
by Viktor Kupovels from tha 
Russian Federation In the indi- 
vidual pursuit race. Ha also won 
the finals, ahead of Qntautas 
Unuras from Lithuania and Ha- 
rold Wolf of the GDR. 

Interestingly enough, the 
champion rode a modernized 
cycle with unusually shaped 
handle-bars. 

The women's 60 km Individu- 
al race was held [n Alma-Ata 
on a most punishing course re- 
scmbllng the one at the forth- 
coming world championships In . 
Switzerland. Muscovite Tatyana 
Shadskoya was the. winner in a 
3 jC heal, ahead of up-and- 
coming Riga girls Uinu Buzjte 
and Inguna Puanlna. 

One indication of the dose 
nature of the competition was 
that many-time world record 
holder Galina Tsaryova and 
world tltllal Nadezhda Kibardl- 
na failed to make the top three.

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New law expanding rights 
of work collectives 

The Law on Work Collectives enters Into force as of 
August I, 1983. The draft, prepared by the Sovelt Govern- 
ment and Trade Unions, was suhmitLed lo wide-ranging pop- 
ular discussion with 110 million people taking part. 

What lies al the basis ol this law, the first of Its kind In Soviet history? 
The scope ol lha authority wielded by the work collectives, as the basis 
production cells ol socialist snclely, has been expanded. The sphere of 
Issues relating to production, as well as lo social and educatlvo mailers, 
falling within the competence of the work collectives' activities has been 
enlarged. Priority Is given to rights In the Reid of economic and social 
planning.

Why then should we be com- 
pliant here? After all, we do 
not demand anything of ihe kind 
from the United States. 

Under the screen ol the thes a 
about the Soviet Union's "In- 
transigence", Ilia question con- 
cerning the nuclear armaments 
of Britain and France Is being 
deliberately confused. It Is Im- 
possible to find objectivity *n 
the very approach towards not 
taking these armaments Into ac- 
count In the inedum-range 
nuclear forces of NATO In 
Europe. It Is an open desire of 
NATO to preserve 14 g military 
advantages for Itself In Europe. 
As It has now become known, 
as early as 1979 In Chiadoluupe 
the leaders of the US and ntlier 
main NATO countries agreed 
that the US would come to tbo 
Geneva talks alnno In order, 
referring to tho bilateral charac- 
ter of the talks, to exclude ihe 
British and French nuclear weap- 
ons from being taken Into ac- 
count. and peddle the story 
about lire Soviet missile mono- 
poly In Europe. 

In facL of course, there is no 
"missile monopoly" of the 
USSR. The Soviet SS20 mis- 
siles are only a counter balance 
to the NATO countries’ nuclear 
potential in Europe, missiles in- 
cluded, Dmllry Ustinov empha- 
sized. 

WHAT IS HAPPENING AT THE 
START TALKS? 

The Minister of Defence poin- 
ted out that at present there la 
approximate parity In lha cor- 
relation between ihe iraleglc 
nuclear forces of ihe Soviet 
Union and the strategic of- 
fensive forces of the US. 

Touching on Ihe START talks, 
Dmllry Ustinov stressed:

Tokyo. A wirier dialogue be- 
tween the USSR and USA has 
been favoured by Senator Char- 
lea H. Percy, Chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. In an Interview vrllb 
Japanese "Asa hi Shtnbuo" ho 
said: I have gathered from my 
meeting! with the Soviet leaders 
that the USSR ardently desires 
disarmament. The So viol Untun 
would like to atop the spiralling 
build-up or military spending. 
The Senator noted that there are 
evident end profound difference!

THINNING OUT 
BEET WITH 
A MICROPROCESSOR 

Manual laboui Is no longer 
needed lor thinning out beet. 
The Ukrainian Farming Mach- 
inery Research Institute working 
with Bulgarian experts have 
designed a robot which can per- 
form this operation unassisted, 
replacing 100 farmers. 

Inadequate germination is 
characteristic feature of beet 
farming, says A. Kashurko, the 
project leader and s Ukrainian 
SSR Stale Prize Winner, so we 
sow more beet than required 
and thin it oul if necessary. 

Our robot can work on 12 
, rows at a lime. It has electro- 
contact sensors which touch the 
springs during movement and 
inform a microprocessor as to 
the density of germination. The 
processor immediately activates 
the cutters wherever necessary. 

To make a tractor operator's 
life much easier, the system Is 
provided with a special control 
system which signals any devia- 
tion from the row. Two to Ihrra 
hectares can ho worked on un- 
der sll weather conditions and 
at any hour of the day.

Recently a 
protocol was signed In Moscow 
prolonging Ibis agreement for 
another five years. 

Giuseppe Bendni believes 
that the long-standing links be- 
tween scientist* and specialists 
have encouraged progress In 
chemistry both In Italy and the 
Soviet Union. 

Exchange of Information, 
groups of experts and joint re- 
search, for instance have alrea- 
dy resulLed In Ihe construction 
of a kaprolaklam factory In 
Chlrchik, Uzbekistan, with Snia 
VIscosb participation. A factory 
in Novopolotsk which produces 
acrylic fibre Is also a Sovfet-Ita- 
lian venture. 

Our Immediate task is to use 
the tlmbor of deciduous trees to 
produce viscose cellulose. A 
consignment of such timber has 
already been sent to Italy to be 
processed into viscose cellulose 
In a company factory. In Rya- 
zan, in the USSR, Util material 
will then be used to produce 
staple rayon. Should the results
